E CHRIGTMAS TREE—YES! 

Word comes from Washington that a number 
of, “thoughtful people” have felt it a bounden duty 
to plead for governmental intervention in the 
“needless destruction of the nation’s forests by the 
cutting of Christmas trees.” For the life of us we 
cannot understand why the adjective thoughtful

The Sherif! of Esmeralda county 


proclaims 
his inability, to maintain order at Goldfield. Gov. 


Sparks confésses to an equal inability on the past 
of the State government. Therefore unless the Fed- 
eral government can be induced to use the regular 
army to do police service for the county and State, 
the majesty of the law may be trodden under foot. 
This undesirable, indeed deplorable, condition 
leads to the very root of this and similar troubles. 
The people of Esmeralda county have gone on in an 
easy way, permitting an aggressive, lawbreaking 


organization, comprising only a mipority of the 


community, to usurp control and impose their will 
upon the majority until the rule became intolerable. 
But in the meantime these lawless persons had 
filled the offices with their sympathizers, and the 
Sheriff happens to be a man who will not even try 
to enforce the law. He could do it if he would try. 

Gov. Sparks is about as weak in the back as the 


Sheriff. He is under the same domination, and as 


the Sheriff shifts the responsibility on the Governor, 
the arch shifter tries to push it off on the Unitea 
States authorities. 

Most of the prem of the State has bent the hinges 
of its weak knees in the same way to this despotic 
organization and has been afraid to stand up and 
tel] the truth or demand the enforcement of the law 
against all those who would defy it. 

The peopie? They have, let things go by default. 

No doubt these political shifters, the vena! and 
cowardly press and the supine people have at vari- 
ous times indulged in no end of hostile criticiem 
against all who raised a warning voice or pointed 
out the danger of allowing, tolerating and even en- 
couraging an organization composed in the main of 
persons who held all law in contempt. 

Now they stand confronted with a condition they 
can neither endure nor control. They either sowed 
the wind of discontent, class hatred and socialism 
broadcast, or they stood with folded arms letting 
others do it. They now are in the grip of a whirl- 
wind of lawlessness and must all suffer together.

ALL YOU NEEDIS A BETTER CIRCULATION. 


GROWERS AND FRUIT—NURSGERY TO 
MARKET. | 

The fruit growers of California have attempted 
to hold a State convention at the city of Marysville. 
We say attempted because of the report that out of 
the thousands of fruit raisers in the State a few 
hundred of those interested in the great industry 
put in an appearance. It would seem as if an annual 
convention of this kind should call out at least 1000 
to 1500 delegates representing the different kinds of 
fruit produced in California and concerned in the 
difficulties to be combated in the industry In dif- 
ferent parts of the State. It is an exceedingly broad 
stbject and one in which the individual is weually 
well informed only in some one particular line. 

The new parasite, known as the white fly, came in 
for the largest attention of the delegates when dis- 
cussing the difficulties of the industry. There 
seemed to be little dispute of the- statement that 
spraying had been inefficacious in exterminating 
this new pest and that fumigating had not been by 
any means so successful as might be wished, or of 
the further fact that fumigating outfits were not 
to be had easily in all parts of the State. 

These growers reached a fundamental basis in the 
agreement that the best way to attack a parasite in 
fruit orebards is through some other parasite which 
preys upon the fruit pest. This undoubtedly is a 
provision of nature. Ali life needs food and if it 
were not for edible cycles in the economy of nature, 
some One voracious species would endanger the ex- 
iatence of all the others. The vegetable kingdom 
in its totality would fall a prey to the animal] king- 
dom if it were not that one species of animal life 
feeds upon another. Before the development of a 
high condition of civilization such as we have at 
the present time, in fruit growing, the only protec- 
tion plants had from predatory anima! life was in 
this nice balance established by natural economy, 
so that no species could multiply to an extent great 
enough to destroy another species, because it was 
kept down by a species above it in the edible cycle 
which preyed upon this one. Humanity is older than 
civilization and the world is older than humanity. 
This nice natural balance in the economy of things 
has preserved both animal and vegetable life 
through cycles before the artificial services of man 
were brought into play. 

We all remember the ravages of the cottony- 
cushion scale on the citrus fruit trees of Southern 
California twenty years ago. All kinds of sprays 
were used without effect. Fumigation falled to 
reach the evil, which grew until the arrival of the 
Vedalia ventralts, which in a few months put the 
vast hosts of the cottony-cushion scale out of the 
way. It was marveloug to note the spread of this 
scale bug and still more to notice the promptness 
with which the little fiy dispatched their myriads 
all over Southern California. At present it ts im- 
possible to find a specimen of the cottony-cushion 
scale in the whole southern part of the State. 

These fruit growery, in & series of ringing resolu- 
tions, gave a complete answer to such agitators as 
Congressman Hayes, who stands for the labor trust. 
The convention pronounced emphatically for the re- 
peal of the Chinese exclusion act in order to admit 
under due limitations a sufficient number of Asiatic 
laborer’ to barvest the annual fruit crops of the 
State. There never was a propaganda resting on 
less reason than that for the absolute exclusion of 
the Chinese from the State of California. The una- 
exampled stupidity of the labor trust is perhaps in 
nowise better illustrated than in this. Chinese and 
Japanese laborers working in the orchards and on 
the farms of California do not interfere with skilled 
labor, and the labor trust is composed almost ex- 
clusively of this class of wage-earnera. It is im- 
possible to find a sufficient supply of labor to per- 
form this coarse work anywhere but in Asia; and of 
all the Astatics the Chinese are the most peaceable 
and industrious. 

Of course the yellow-dog press of the State, which 
mistakes the loud outery of a little handful of walk- 
ing delegates for the vox populi of California, is 
promptly in the breach, lecturing the fruit grow- 
ers’ convention for these resolutions. Is the able 
editor of the Podunk Weak-Back better qualified to 
judge about this matter than the members of the 
fruit growers’ convention, all practical people en- 
gaged immediately in the work of raising fruit? A 
vigorous campaign is carried on at present to im- 
press the minds of eastern people with what is pre- 
tended to be the opinion of California. If the people 
at the East want to know what the people of Call- 
fornia think about this question, they would do well 
to give attention to the resolutions passed at the 
fruit. growers’ convention, neglecting the political 
harangues of Congressman Hayes and the outgiv- 
ings of the Podunk Weak-Back. 

This convention seems to have been composed of 
delegites of remarkable perspicacity of view and 
courage of the heart. That a California convention 
should have the bravery to speak a good word of 
the terrible “ectopus,” otherwise known as the “8. 
P..” ts really astonishing. This Marysville gather- 
ing actually parsed a resolution thanking the South- 
ern Pacific Company for establishing a refrigerator 
service, thus destroying a monopoly heretofore ai- 


leged to have been enjoyed by the Armour Company. 

The importance of the fruit-growing industry of 
California to the State and the country at large it 
would be hard to overestimate. Its revenue to the 
State annually runs to perhaps $100,000,000 in one 
way or another. The industry is growing year by 
year, and with its growth grows the natural incre- 
ment of the wealth of the whole State. The industry 
at the same time is furnishing to the 90,000,000 in- 
habitants of the country a supply of food whose in- 
fluence on the health and longevity of Americans is 
second to no other fruit supply of the day. A meet- 
ing like this at Maryevilie, as we have said at the 
beginning, should really call out a very large num- 
ber of those interested in the subject, which should 
be discussed in al) its phases, one man’s experience 
supplying another's: lack. This is the only way to 
reach clear views upon any topic. The more of 
those who understand fruit growing, who meet to 
discuss li and agitate every phase of the matter, the 
wore rapidly the fruit tndustry of the country will 
ext: and the greater will be the wealth poured 
into i. pockets of all the people.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


BiG SCHEMES WHICH CosT MILLIONS 
MONEY. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 


K HARTOUM.—I want to tell you about some gigan- 
tic projects which the English are considering as 
to the upper Nile. That mighty stream has now 
its whole course through British territory. It rises in 
Lake Victoria, in the British province of Uganda, 
ani flows through that province into the Anglo- 
Egyptian Soudan. It winds its way through the 
Soudan, traversing the old land of Nubia, and then goes 
on down through Egypt, which is practically a depend- 
ency of Great Britain, to the Mediterranean Sea. From 
its source to its mouth it flows through about 30 deg. of 
latitude, and its course has a length of more than 4000 
miles. The British contro! not only the main stream, 
but most of its tributaries, and they own the great 
lakes of Victoria and Albert Nyanza, as far as the 
Nile outlets are concerned. The only other nation which 
has anything to do with the stream is the Abyssinian, 
in whose highlands the Blue Nile and Atbara have their 
sources. The contro] of these two rivers is, moreover, 
so regulated by treaties that they cannot be touched ex- 
cept by British consent, so that the Nile may be called 
an English river and may be looked upon as in the 
hands of one of the richest, most able and most suc- 
cessful of the developing nations of the globe. 


I have already told you of the improvements that the 
British have made as to the Egyptian course of this 
great waterway. For a month and more I have been 
traveling along that part of it. I have visited the great 
canals of the delta, and also the Barrages at Cairo and 
Assiout. I have written you of the huge dam at As- 
souan, which has been built at a cost of $12,000,000, to 
give the farms of Egypt a steady water supply. This 
dam has made a reservoir 140 miles long, and it now 
holds back 1,000,000,000 tons of water to feed the Nile, 
when low. It is now to be raised twenty feet higher, 
and it will then hold back almost as much more. It has 
already added millions to the wealth of the lower Nile 


Valley, and it has made the Egyptians one of the most 
Prosperous peoples on the globe.

More Water Needed. 


The great trouble now is that a large part of the 
waters of the Nile go to waste. It is in size the fourth 
river of the globe, ranking after the Amazon, the Congo 
and the Rio de la Plata in basin and rainfall. The area 
it drains is more than one-third as large as either 
Europe or the United States, and so much water dalis 
that if it could be collected together it would more 
than fill a ditch a mile wide and a mile deep, reaching 
from New York to Chicago. The river is fed by mighty 
lakes, one of which is the largest on earth.

The schemes that I have described are so far only in 
embryo. Sir William Garstin, who is at the head of the 
public works of Egypt and the Soudan, has made a 
report upon them, and the government has sent out 
explorers along the different rivers to investigate their 
possibilities. They report many new things regarding 
the Nile system, the upper part of which is now for the 
first time becoming known to the world. During a re- 
cent interview with the Sirdar, Sir Reginald Wingate, 
I asked him whether we have yet gotten an accurate 
knowledge of the sources of the Nile and the actual flow 
of its waters. 


“We are learning a great deal about it,” was his re- 
ply. “We have surveyed the main stream from where it 
flows out of Victoria Nyanza, and have followed it dowa 
to Khartoum. There are many of the tributaries, how- 
ever, of which we know but little. I have men now ex- 
ploring the vast system of streams which feeds the 
White Nile in the Bar el Ghazal, our province whictf 
borders the Congo watershed. That country is difficult 
of access. It is covered with rank vegétation, con- 
sisting of papyrus, reeds and grasses, which are twelve 
or fifteen feet in height, and our officers have to keep 
track of one another by sending up rockets from time 
to time. Our first attempts at the investigation of those 
streams were from the north, but we are now going ro 
their headwaters and following the streams down to 
where they flow into the Nile. We are building boats 
there, and we hope to open such communfation by 
steamer that goods can be taken by the Nile to and 
from the watershed of the Congo.”

“LAST SUPER’ DOOMED. 


DA VINCI’s WoRLp FAMOUS FRESCC IN MILAN Is 
GRADUALLY BUT SURELY FADING. 


[New York Sun:] Leonardo da Vinci's painting of 
“The Last Supper.” the world¢amous fresco in the 
Church of Santa Maria delle Grazie at Milan, is gradu- 
ally but surely disappearing. It has been in a deplorable 
condition for many years and now is all but a total 
wreck. 
Guide-books explain the deterioration by stating that 
the fresco was painted on the wall in oils. Art critics 
say that it had already begun to fade a few years after 
Leonardo's death, so much so that between 1530 and 1560 
three artists, Vasari, Arluno and Lomazzo, arrived at the 
conclusion that the deterioration was due “to the pecu- 
liar technic attempted by the master in order to reach 
that greater finish of execution of which he would have 
been deprived had he adopted the ordinary, methods then 
prevalent in fresco painting.” 

Finally official experts deny that the dampness of the 
wall is the cause of the fresco’s decay. Were the damp- 
ness the cause, they argue, the large fresco on the oppo- 
site wall by Giovanni Donato Montorfano, painted in 
1495 and representing the Crucifixion, would have suf- 
fered equally, whereas it is still in a good state of preser- 
vation. But these experts do not explain the deteriora- 
tion by any other theory. 

Meanwhile the colors are fading, whole patches of the 
fresco have been obliterated, individual groups are los- 
ing their completeness, details are disappearing, and the 
trace of the great master’s hand is hardly distinguish- 
able. 

In the same room containing the celebrated fresco, 
the refectory of a suppressed Dominican monastery, 
there are several copies of it which are said to dacill- 
tate the study of the original. Most of them are con- 
temporaneous; all, with perhaps one exception, are if 
possible in a worse condition than the original. 

The painting by Antonio de Glaxiate which formerly 
adorned one of the halls of the Ospedale Maggiore and 
was subsequently removed to the refectory has hardly 
the outline of the figures visible and only a few faint 
patches of color. The copy by Marco d’Oggiano, one of 
the master’s favorite pupils, has been considerably dark- 
ened by age, while that by Cesare Magnis is still further 
damaged. 

The copy by Andrea Solari, although also in a bad 

state of preservation, is perhaps the only one that will 

survive the original and serve to reproduce to future 

generations the emotions expressed by the master in his 

representation of the little band gathered around the 

sacred table. 

It may be asked what the Italian Fine Arts Depart- 

ment has done to preserve this celebrated fresco, the 

copies of it and the building which contains them. 

Santa Maria delle Grazie is an abbey church of the fif- 

teenth century, still retaining the Gothic nave of the 

original structure and having a choir, transept and dome 

by Bramante. Unfortunately nothing was done until 

1892, and very little since then.

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The Atbara is fed by the Abys- | Bugiardini, Caravaggio, 
artists, besides frescoes by Ferrari and Fiammingo, 
while the convent was noted for its two cloisters, rich 
in marble sculptures and frescoed walls, where the life 
of St. Dominic was painted, and adorned with graceful 
columns and stuccoed ceilings. 

Toward the end of the eighteenth century the monas- 
tery was suppressed and it shared the fate of similar 
buildings in Italy, being converted into a cavalry bar- 
rack. Naturally enough the place was cleaned in true 
ber. military fashion. 


The monastery remained a barrack until 1892, when 
evidently it was discovered that the building was of 
artistic and historical importance. 
ingly vacated it and an official of the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment, Signor Luca Beltrami, took it in charge. 

One might expect that the state would have then fur- 
nished the necessary money to have the monastery re- 
stored, or at least repaired, and to remedy the damage 
done during a century of military occupation and neg- \ 
lect. All that Signor Beltrami was able to effect, and 
that as a special concession and after having overcome 
considerable bureaucratic difficulties, was to obtain the 
privilege to apply the proceeds of the entrance fee of a 
lira charged to visitors to “The Last Supper” toward 
the restoration of the monastery. 

After fifteen years of patient and careful work, often 
interrupted when sightseers were scarce and their con- 
tributions in entrance fees diminished, the church, clois- 
ters and monastery of Santa Maria delle Grazie have 
gradually been restored. The dome of the church has 
been repaired and strengthened, and the masonry put 
up during the seventeenth century for the same pur- 
pose and which marred the beauty of the entire building 
has been removed. 

The smaller cloister, called Chiostrino, has returned 

to its original gracefulness, and an upper story, which 

was built in the sixteenth century and completely hid 

the higher portico has been removed. 
ter has also been repaired, while the work is now being 
continued in the chapter hall, the sacristy and the choir. 
Here a small marble tablet has been found with the 
plain inscription “Beatrix Dux,” and it has been ascer- 
tained that it once belonged to the tomb of Beatrice 
d’Este, the beautiful wife of Duke Ludovico il Moro, who 
died in 1497 and was provisionally buried here while 
Cristoforo Solari was working on her monument. This 
he never completed owing to the defeat of [1 Moro at 
Novara in 1500 and his subsequent death in a French 
dungeon. 

Recently the buildings which rose around the church 
and shut out its view have been demolished by the Milan 
municipality and new wide streets have been opened in 
It is now intended to turn some of the 
monastery halls into a library.

BAS-RELIEF MADE WITH THE CAMERA. 
Carlos Baese, an Italian civil engineer, has originated a 
method by which bas-reliefs of the face may be obtained 
through the camera which look as though they were pho- 
tographs of sculptures. 

The basic idea behind the photo-sculpture is that fact 
well known to photographers that a plate of gelatine 
sensitized with bichromate will swell in water and that 
it loses this property in proportion to the amount of 
light which is permitted to strike it. 

Signor Baese, therefore, projects the photograph upon 
such a film through two other plates, which are neces- 
sary to secure the proper illumination of the face. 


First, he throws a powerful light upon the salient 
parts of the face and procures a hegative.

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How Water Is Saved. 


San GABRIEL AND SAN BERNAR- 
DINO NATIONAL FORESTS. 
By a S pecial Contributor. 
W E all know what irrigation has done for the 


West, and particularly for Southern California, 

and it is the purpose of this article to tell of the 
part which the national government is taking in the 
conservation of the resources of the vast water shed 
formed by the southern slopes of the mountain ranges. 
The first step of the government in extending its aid 
to protect and conserve the irrigation waters of these 
mountains was taken in 1892 and 1893, when the San 
Gabriel and San Bernardino Forest Reserves were rée- 
spectively created. Primarily, reserves (or national for- 
ests, as they are now called) are created to protect the 
timber growth upon the mountain sides, and to prevent 
that destructive form of lumbering which has turned the 
once heavily-timbered regions of the Lake States into 


chaparral springs to life again after the passage of the 
flames, and quickly recovers its lost territory. Again, 
its tendency to grow thickly, which is equally true of 
the roots as well as the branches, produces a network 
of vegetation capable of conserving & tremendous 
amount of water. This characteristic of the chaparral 
is, however, extremely harassing to the traveler in the 
mountains. for without a beaten path to follow, prog- 
ress through this scrubby growth is slow and painful. ~ 

The San Gabriel and San Bernardino forests are un- 
der the direct personal charge of Forest Supervisor R. 
H. Charlton, a man whose ability and training, coupled 
with the energy and capacity for organization shown 
in his work, has been the prime factor in the great 
progress which has been made along all lines of devel- 
opment since he took charge. Until a few years ago, the 
very limited Congressional appropriation permitted the 
employment of rangers only during the dry season, when 
their entire time was taken up in patrolling, thus allow- 
ing of no trail or firebreak construction.

the long, dry summers when it is most needed. 

Imder the very able administration of Mr. Gifford 
Pinchot, forester of the Department of Agriculture and 
head of the forest service, the branch of the government 
charged with the administration of all the national for- 
ests, a large proportion of them have now Become al- 
most self-supporting, through the income derived from 
the sale of timber land, grazing fees, and other resources. 
Here in Southern California, however, only a small pro- 
portion of their cost of maintenance is returned through 
these sources. The San Gabriel and San Bernardino for- 
ests are known as protective forests, and their chief 
value is in providing and maintaining a constant and 
steady supply of water for the industries in the valleys. 
Practically all of the southern slopes of the mountains 
are eovered with chaparral, which, though lacking the 
beauty and commercial value of the heavier timber, 
forms an admirable sponge to hold the winter's rains 
and allow them to escape slowly and steadily the year 
round. In one respect, a chaparral covering is a positive 
advantage over a commercial forest, in that a fire would 
almost entirely devastate the forest whereas the hardy

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Salmon P. Chase. 
MEMORIES OF THE LATE 
JUSTICE AND His DAUGH’VER. 
By a Special Contributor. 

| SHOULD know much of Chief Justice Salmon P. 


Chase, being familiar with his figure from boyhood 


and having been associated closely with his interests | 


during the period of his atute aspirations ¢dor the Presi- 
dency. In my college years I was accustomed to see 
him at the commencement season among the distin- 
guished personages on the platform of the college chapel, 
he then being the Governor of Ohio and the friend of 
Horace Mann, who presided over the institution: the 
two having been associated in their advocacy of the 
anti-slavery cause, Mann in Massachusetts and Chase in 
Ohio, both, however, being of New England nativity. 
Ten years later than the period of his Ohio Governor- 
ship his career had advanced through a number of emi- 
nent offices. He had been United States Senator, Lin- 
coln’s Secretary of the Treasury, and was already Chief 
Justice of the nation. He had been a great Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. accredited with having almost equally 
with our great generals in the field, like Sherman and 


Grant, saved the fortunes of the country by his financial 
talents, and was now a known aspirant for the Presi- 
dency. 


Although familiar with his figure and history, I had 
no personal acquaintance with the Chief Justice during 
these earlier years of his great offices at the capital, be- 
ing myself a newcomer there and engaged in my own 
personal affairs. Two years after the close of the war, 
in the year 1867, | was sent South by the national Re- 
publican Committee to explain in a series of public meet- 
ings, the provisions of the Reconstruction Acts, which 


bad just been passed in the session of the then expiring | 


Congress. Being friendly to Mr. Chase’s Presidential 
aspirations, I had, without his knowledge, taken advan- 
tage of this mission to secure in several Southern States 
delegations to the coming national convention favorable 
to his interest. He had in some way discovered this, 
and through a friend in the State Department sent me 
word that he would be glad to see me if I would call on 
him immediately on my return north. 

Returning to New York by way of sea, I was informed 
that he was temporarily in that city, and calling at his 
hotel, was received by him cordially. Congratulating 
me on my work for the National Committee, he said: 

“One hardly opens a paper these days without seeing 
your name.” 

“This is the dry summer season for the newspapers, 
Mr. Chief Justice,” 1 replied. ' 

“When do you go to Washington?” he asked. 

“Tomorrow,” answered. 

“I wish to see much of you there,” he said. “I am 
living alone in our house on H street, and am lonesome.

This gracious invitation I declined, by reason of other | 
engagements, but assured him that I would do myself 


the honor of coming as often as was practicable. 

So began my personal acquaintance. and association 
with Chief Justice Chase. I dined with him almost daily 
for a fortnight, he being a most generous host, though, 
himself, while a large man, most temperate in his appe- 
tite, confining himself in the matter of drink to an in- 
frequent small glass of light wine. 


At the end of this period he requested me to accom- | 


pany him on a visit to Ohio, his court not being in 
session. His thought, as I inferred, besides the friendly 
one personal to myself, was that I might de dor him in 


his own State what | had accomplished In the South. He | 


assured me that his friend, Robert Garrett, the president 
of the Ohio and Baltimore Railroad Company, would 
place at our service a special car, and that the journey 
would be In every way comfortable and agreeable, in 
spite ef the summer heat. By reason of other half- 


fc engagements I for several “lays obliged to 


de line the gratifying invitation, but on‘ his half-humor- 
ous plea that a “young man” could not properly decline 
an “old man’s” request, I finally agreed to the journey.

In Ohio, where he found himself much at home, “Gov.” 
Chase, as he was called there, made a few brief ad-

(the talent for extemporaneous speech and having a 
noticeable impediment or thickness of utterance, in- 
capacitating him for fluent or distinct delivery.

of these birds to be seen at the seaside is a decided 
contrast.

One is a very much striped and spotted sparrow—a 
little fellow that flies abuut among the fishermen’s boats, 
out on the wharf, and also out over the marshes. These 


little sparrows can, I think, be none other than the Bel- 
ding marsh sparrow.

They were not so tame here as they were at the wharf 
when there were fish heads and other dainties to take 
up their attention, and the camera man could not get 
very close to them. The birds in the front ranks would 
be suspicious and take flight, and this would startle 
the others, which would do likewise, until a whirling 
| mass of wings filled the air in the immediate vicinity. 

Some of them would settle back on the sand again a 

little farther away; some circling by us would form in 
another large flock farther up the beach. 

After. making several attempts to get photographs of 
them, we came back down the coast, leaving them still 
resting —for resting was all they seemed to be doing. 

As I stood on the pier watching the gulls, my atten- 

tion was drawn to a flock of nine tiny snipes that were 
foraging on the bank near by. In a flock they ran down 
toward the ocean with each receding wave, hurrying 
back as @ast as their little legs could carry them when- 
ever they saw a wave coming their way. If there were 
danger of the water's overtaking them, they used their 
wings to prevent their getting wet.

in the afternoon. 
One day a companion—armed with a camera—and my- 


self made the-trip in hopes we might get some good 
photographs of them. 

The walk on the hard, wet beach was delightful, but 
when the steep bank and the high tide booming in drove 
us back. and we were obliged to walk on the soft, yield- 
ing sand between car rails, it was not so pleasant. 

Before we had reached our destination we came upon a 


sand for crayfish and other food to their liking: the 
cormorants, large black birds that one often sees fly- 
ing about: suré seooters and other ducks: willets, sand- 
erlings, kildeer, rails and other long-legeged, long-billed 
birds that frequent the salt marshes and ocean beach. 

Some of these birds are migrants, or winter visitors 
only. and are not seen until late in the summer. 

After all, though these beach and marsh birds are 
so different from the birds of the Arroyo Seco, I have 
put many profitable hours In watching them, and I have 
found them most interesting. .

ADVERTISING IN BERLIN. 

Billboards for advertising purposes are prohibited in 
Berlin. Their place is taken by pillars or columns 
erected at sireet corners. 

These columns, which are usually of wood and tron, 
are about 12 feet high and 3 feet in diameter. Built at 
the edge of the sidewalk, they form a conspicuous feature 
of street lide in that city. 

It is interesting to note, says the Circle, that the mat- 
ter displayed on these columns is more in the nature of 
reading notices than of pictures. 

The privilege of erecting and using these advertising 
columns is awarded by the city to the highest bidder. 
According to the terms of the lease now in force, the city 
receives an annual rental of about $95,200, but cannot 
grant a similar privilege to any one else. The life of 
‘the lease is ten years. 

The price which the successful bidder may charge for 
space is regulated by the Berlin authorities. All post- 
ers before they are put up must be approved by the po-

CHRISTMAS DAY AT SEA WHERE 
ALL NATIONALITIES MEET.

T HERE is no more interesting place to spend 


Christmas—home left out of the question—than on 
board an ocean liner. Nowhere will be found such 

a cosmopolitan celebration of this greatest of all holi- 
days as on one of our palace-like ships carrying repre- 
sentatives of nearly every nation, creed and social class. 
For this one day the floating city becomes as one 
united family; for the brief period between sunrise on 
the 24th of December until nightfall of the 25th all 
class distinction is wiped out and steerage loses even 
its name as it mingles with first-class on a footing of 


equality. Indeed it can be said truthfully that the emi- 


grants, most of them jolly, care-free souls, are looked 
to quite as much as are the first-cabin passengers, to 
make Christmas in mid-ocean a season of mirth and 
good cheer. 


The writer spent last Christmas on board a liner bound 
from Naples to New York, carrying upward of 2000 
passengers, among which number were Americans fight- 
ing almost hopelessly the pangs of homesickness as De- 
cember 25 approached, Gypsies of four tribes, each eager 
to make the great holiday in their own way, peasants 
from the French provinces brooding over sweet memo- 
ries of Christmas at home, Englishmen with thoughts 
turned toward plum pudding and the Yule log: Hunga- 
rians, Italians, East Indians, Russians, a few Germans 
and a Scot or two and a goodly sprinkling of cosmopoli- 
‘en tourists. The captain was an American and the 
crew were Irish, English and Yankees. This was a 
typical gathering, and the result of the uniting of the 
Christmas celebrations of the many lands represented 
was one of the jolliest holiday seasons imaginable. It 
was typical of the day on many vessels, big and little, 
carrying all told about 1,200,000 persons. 


We left port on the 21st of December, and conversa- 
tion among the first cabin at least turned almost at once 
to the coming holidays. This proved a topic which 
paved the way for acquaintance among total strangers, 
and twenty-four hours had not elapsed before we were 
all condoning with each other over the misfortune of 
being obliged to spend the Christmas holidays in mid- 
ocean. Could anything be more incongruous, more 
dreamy? We used up all our adjectives in picturing it, 
and at the dinner table the second night out we were a

The windmill of today, as any intelligent person may 
see for himself, is exactly like the windmill of thou- 
sands of years ago, practically unmodified and un- 
improved. The notion does not seem to have occurred 
to anybody that it was susceptible of improvement. Yet 
in this clumsy contrivance lies latent the germ of one of 
the greatest civilizing forces of future centuries. 

“Properly utilized, an ordinary, everyday windmill, 
with eight-foot sails, would be capable of keeping the 
dwelling of any farmer in North Dakota at a temperature 
of 70 degrees all winter long, though during that entire 
period the thermometer outside should stand at 40 de- 
grees below zero.

Devices of the kind have been 
utilized successfully for cooking, and in Southern Cali- 
fornia so-called ‘solar heaters,’ to warm water for the 
bath, laundry, and other domestic purposes, are installed 
in thousands of dwellings. They are set in the roofs of 
the houses, at an angle of 30 degrees facing south, and 
raise the water to a temperature of 130 to 170 degrees, 
Fahrenheit. 

“Such contrivances, it must be admitted, are of rela- 
tively small importance, but they are undeniably inter- 
esting, as affording hints of the trend of human thought

ROSE CULTURE. 
How To CarRE ror Roses aT 
SEASON OF THE YEAR. 

By Ernest Braunton. | 
OSES, if properly rested and pruned, should now be | 
R srowing vigorously and flowering as well and are | 
therefore in a condition where feeding is not only | 
desirable but necessary in order to get first-class results, 
Few plants respond better to the application of first- 
class stable manures than do roses and about once each 
year they relish a little air-slaked lime worked well into | 
the soil. This should either precede the manure by a 
few weeks or follow it by a longer period, preferably | 
the first. A limited supply of wood ashes once or twice 
each year is also desirable. Those who have not allowed | 
their roses to recuperate by resting must prune heavily, 
if they have not already done so and feed lighter at a) 
time, but more often, in order to keep up a vitality equal | 
to the demand upon the plants for a good crop of | 
blooms. 

There still prevails much ignorance regarding rose. 
culture even among gardeners and self-styled rosarians. | 
It is perfectly natural for all roses to rest at some pe- | 
riod of the year and nature will always grant it, but | 
man wil! persist in transgressing natural laws in plant | 
growing the same as our friend Brook shows all too 
plainly is done regarding our own species. In the cold | 
Eastern States the winter enforces this rest by freezing - 
the soil and covering all roses, both native species and . 
garden sorts, with a mantie of snow. In California our 
native species are rested for a like period by the cessa- |

corresponding strain upon the vitality. This plan would 
appeal tb some employers of labor, and in exchange for 
the usual vacation they might substitute a little extra 
work so that overtime and night work would have to 
be performed just at that season of the year when all 
nature suggests a partial suspension of activity. Both 
animate and inanimate nature may be made to respond 
to unnatural demands by constant stimulation through 
food and special treatment, but none may escape the in- 
evitable, and some day the man “collapses from over- | 
work” and has been “forced to retire from business for 
a much-needed rest.” and the plant also involuntarily 
“retires from business” too often to take a never-ending 
rest. Those who are observant will soon learn that 
there are but few sorts of roses that have blooms in 
July and August worth the picking; why not read na- 
ture aright, heed the warning and give them the rest for 
which they are mutely appealing—it should be plain to 
all that at this stage they are unable to do better, and 
their lack of response should excite your pity. The 
tired forse, daltering from a long, uphill pull, is in a 
similar condition, and the prudent driver does not deny | 
him the recuperating spell which the faltering step 
suggests. Do not allow any self-styled gardener or rose 
grower to keep your roses at “forced draught” or “high 
pressure” throughout the year. It is quite possible, and 
highly probable, that Dame Nature is as wise as he, and 
that our dry summers perform for plant life the same 
service as does the cold winters in temperate climes.

By the above enumeration it will be seen that the all- 

* purpose breeds seem to be in the ascendency. In their 
numerical importance the classes stand American, Eng- 
lish, Mediterranean, but in varieties they stand White 
Wyandottes, White Rocks, Cornish Fowl, Barred Rocks, 
Buff Orpingtons, Buff Wyandottes, Rhode Island Reds, 
Black Orpingtons, and Black Minorcas. 

The ensemble shows a wide divergence as to tastes 
and fancies, but demonstrates that all] the popular breeds 
represented in the Standard have a strong following in 
Southern California. 

The pigeon department was a leading attraction, many 
varieties were on display that were never shown before 
on the Coast, such as Russian Trumpeters, Pigmy and 
Bruner Pouters, the classes filled as follows: Swallows 
10, Runts 16, English Pouters 8, Barbs 6, Fantails 16, 
Bruner Pouters 4, Parlor Tumblers 13, Russian Trumpet- 
ers 6, Maltese Hens 14, Homers 28, Dragons 19, Pigmy 
Pouters 6. 

As an educational feature, this display was a success 
with the commercial varieties showing a gain, the Eng- 
lish Runt and the Maltese Hen Pigeon being the strong- 
est, these varieties being classed for market purposes. 
Homers take third place on account of {he small size 
of their squabs. 

The fancy pigeons show a gain that is wonderful when 
it is taken into consideration that they are bred for 
pleasure only.

used to a mash eat it more readily. To make the mash 
of boiled milk for very sick birds in a pen by them- 
selves, is most judicious. Onions cut up and boiled in 
the mash liquid are a worm destroyer, as is also the 
wormwood. Onions are a nerve tonic, but to feed whole 
onions would be expensive, and to feed many would taint 
the eggs. It is possible to feed too many onion tops cut 
up for green, but cut up in the mash liquid and boiled 
they add a most desirable tincture to be evenly absorbed 
by the bran. 


It is possible to vary the henfood more in wet mash 
than in any other way. By wet mash is not meant 
sloppy mash; no, mash made crumbly with bran being 
so nearly dry. To cut up carrots and boil makes at- 
tractive bits in the mash. The fowls chase one another 
after the yellow bits; their appetites are whetted by see- 
ing colored things in the mash, and being boiled, the 
fowl who can't get a yellow bit eats the tinctured mash 
and is as much benefited. Because of having the mash 
interesting to the eye, it must be fed in a long narrow 
trough even four inches high from the ground, so the 
fowls cannot get into it easily and scratch for the bright 
bits. A high partition in the center of the trough is 
most advantageous. 

Things which must be avoided in feeding a wet mash 
conspire to reduce its benefits; and because so many 
people fail to feed it judicially has made it unpopular. 
To feed anything sour or rotten in the mash contami- 
nates the entire mess by being boiled with the good. A 
little bit of rotten potato along with peelings spoils the 
entire mash, as also will a sour bit of tomato. It is 
all wrong to suppose that poultry will assimilate swill. 
They will not; swelled head and chicken pox respond 
promptly to swill feeding. To deed more mash than 
will be at once eaten is worse than no feed at all, be- 
cause standing lukewarm it will immediately start to 
ferment, and to eat a ferment starts a ferment in the 
crop, inflates it, and retards hen processes at once. Egg- 
making depends vitally upon normal conditions of body, 
and it waits while an indisposition is attacking. To 
feed the mash so it can get dirty before reaching the 
crop will, spoil the intention. 

Poultry Supplies. 

The amateur fancier, who has neglected to look up 
what the word “supplies” means appended to poultry,‘ 
should go at once to a good poultry-supply house and 
study it. It gives one daith in poultry to see so much 
offered for sale in a big store, exclusively for poultry. 
He can learn all he needs to know about poultry by look- 
ing over the things for sale. Of course it is a tempting 
place, and if one has hens he loves at home, he is sure 
to part with money for them, if he has any. If he hasn't 
any to spare, he is welcome to study just the same. 
The people he meets there buying things, wiii tel) him 
all he asks to know, and put him on to schemes he 
knows not of. He can get happily acquainted with some 
of the most fraternal people in the world in one of these 
stores. 


Fumigation. 


If by any accident or regretted carelessness a hen pen 
gets alive with mites, a new suggestion has been offered: 
Fumigate the house and kill everything living in or it or 
any crack of it. The writer has never tried this, but the 
prompt returns from such a procedure recommend it. 
Adviser writes that it is a simple thing to burn sul- 
phur in a pen, before painting the perches with liquid 
lice killer and powdering the hens. Of course it is, 
and po. 'tively effective. Anybody who has watched the 
fumigatio:. of a house after scarlet fever realizes that 
nothing living survives the fumes of sulphur. But it is 
considerable work to get sulphur to burn in a pen. 
Why not buy a little medicated candle, such as is used 
for house dumigating? Then all one would have to do 
would be to light it on a tin plate in the middle of the 
pen floor, and close the pen up tight while the candle 
fumes.

But the wet mash in intelligent hands 
has many virtues. Hens used to a morning mash long 
s. for it. for the novel bits liable to be in it, and medicinal 
bits can be given a flock most happily in it. Preventives 
of disease can easily be fed. When fowls seem droopy, 
cut up fresh wormwood and boil in the mash kettle 
along with potato parings or any vegetable cuttings, 
which were to form the essence of the liquid to be thick- 
ened with bran. They would not eat green wormwood, 
it is so bitter. Where one has not grown a plant of 
wor.uiwood, he can get the dry herb at the drug store. 
: Sometimes after a rain there is a general attack of 
rheumatism, and when it first appears, if rochelle salts 
are put into the hot liquid just before the bran, and 
served in the mash for three mornings, the trouble will 
immediately go. If one fowl be affected in a well-kept 
brood, it means all are liable to be affected, and in the 
mash it gets to each fowl in the quantity it ought to 
have—a heavy eater getting more than a light. If a 
bunch of eucalyptus trees tower up beside a hen yard, 
in the winter they can keep the sun off the yard two- 
thirds of the day.

In 
the East, however, the antiquated score card is still in

They journeyed throughout 
the morning, “all expecting their deaths,” when just 
about noon they heard the beating of drums, and a little 
later came in sight of an Indian village. 

It was no time for parleying. The Spaniards landed, 
rushed the place sword in hand, and, having driven off 
the inhabitants, proceeded to make free with the provis- 
ions they found in the deserted huts. These consisted 
of, among other things, baked monkeys and parrots, tur- 
keys, partridges, fish, and various kinds of ¢ruits. 

On the following day, thirteen chiefs arrived, wearing 
jaguar-skin coats, and head-dresses of Parrots’ feathers 
decorated with gold ornaments. With these Orellana 
made a sort of treaty of peace, agreeing not to further 
molest the natives, while they on their part undertook 
to supply the strangers with provisions so long as they 
remained among them. 

One thing only now troubled the explorers. The In- 
| dians told them that the river they were on flowed into 

another and bigger river, and that this river flowed for 
“many moons” through forests that stretched endlessly 
to the horizon, and of which no man had ever seen the 
end. The inhabitants of these forests, they said ¢urther, 
were very fierce and warlike, even their women fighting, 
and that in the front ranks; also they ate their dead 
enemies, and such as they took alive they tortured with 
fire. 

These stories rather upset Orellana’s calculations. He 
began to understand that the river he was navigating 
was a far longer and larger stream than he had pre- 
viously had any idea of. And he set to work to build 
a brigantine, realizing that his caraval was but a small 
craft, and crazy for the journey that lay before him. 

It was a bold project, and one cannot help admiring 
the pluck that carried it to a successful issue. Every- 
body gave a hand, Orellana being one of the first to set 
an example. They burned charcoal to smelt iron for 
nails, and they made bellows of their leathern buskins. 
Others cut wood, carried logs from the dorests on their 
shoulders, and so on. They made 2000 nails in twenty 
days, and in thirty-five days from the commencement of 
the work their vessel was launched, caulked with cotton, 
and the seams paved with pitch which was given them 
by the Indians. 

In this little shfp, constructed with their own hands in 
the heart of an unknown continent, was continued and 
concluded their adventurous voyage—a voyage which 
was henceforth to bear a striking resemblance in many 
respects to that undertaken by Stanley down the Congo 
more than three centuries later. That is to say, their 
passage was continually being opposed by savages in 
canoes; hunger slew many of them, and disease afflicted 
them all, while rapids and cataracts were an epdiess 
source of danger, and continua! delay and anxiety. 

What surprised them most, however, were the women 
warriors, who attacked them fiercely with loud cries. In 
one encounter with these truculent females, which took 
place near the mouth of the River Trombetas, the Span- 
iards lost eight killed and five wounded. 

These “Amazons,” Orcliana dcaciives as being very 
tall, robust, fair, with long hair twisted over their heads, 
skins round their loins, and bows and arrows in their 
hands. Considerable doubt has been cast upon this story, 
but there is nothing inherently improbable in it, the 
women of many savage tribes being known to fight, 
equally with the men, to this very day. Anyhow, Orel- 
lana evidently firmly believed in them, and called his 
river after them; although in many Spanish maps, what 
we, in common with the rest of the world, call the Ama- 
zon, is termed the Rio Orellana. 

Entering the lower reaches of the river, they ceased 
to have any difficulty about food, for the country on 


either hand was well-cultivated and thickly peopled, but 


their advance was even more hotly contested than be- 
fore. In fact, their voyage became a long-drawn-out 
battle, continuing week after week without rest or in- 
termission. 

At one spot their progress was attempted to be barred 
by a miniature armada of 200 “piraguas,” each one con- 


dresses, with many drums and trumpets. These attacked 
the brigantine with loud shouts, but the arquebuses and 
cross-bows stopped their onslaught, and the brigantine 
presently broke through their line, overturning and

The end of their sufferings and adventures was now, 
however, not far off. The great river broadened daily, 
until] there came a time when they could no longer see 
the banks on either hand. Yet, because the water was 
fresh, and because by sailing either north or south for 
a few hours they invariably sighted land, they knew that 
they were not yet upon the ocean. 

Their amazement at this was very great, and the the- 
ory was even broached that they might be debouching 
upon some inland fresh-water sea. But this theory was 
exploded August 25, when the expedition finally ex- 
changed the sweet, yellow, sluggish waters of the King 
of Rivers for the salt blue rollers of the Atlantic.

MEXICAN INDIANS’ RACE. 


STRANGE CONTEST OF SPEED AMONG MEN OF THE 
TABAMANARBAS,. 


[Washington Post:] “The most wonderful race I ever 
saw, in which an Indian ran 105 miles in sixteen hours, 
(ook place recently in the State of Chihuahua, Mexico,” 
remarked Theron C. Crawford of London. 

“The man who won this race,” continued Mr. Craw- 
ford, “had the benefit of training (through his ances- 
tors) for hundreds of years. He is one of a tribe of na- 
tive Indians—the Taramaharas—the members of which 
carried messages for the Montezumas. Prescott tells us 
that this man’s ancestors carried fish to the table of 
the king subdued by Cortez from a lake 270 miles way, 
and did it in one day. I¢ they were developed to that 
endurance as runners in that day, how many centuries 
did it taxe their fathers to achieve such perfection? 

“These Taramaharas in the province of Chihuahua to- 
day are the direct descendants of those who ran with 
messages and carried fish for the Montezumas. In rec- 
ognition of their efficiency the Mexican government 
made them the carriers of its messages. They are sim- 
ple people, live almost entirely nude and in the open air, 
The chests of the men are developed to wonderful power, 
and their entire bodies give evidence of the physical 
training they have received. They are monogamists. 
They live in rude log huts, quite different from the 
Mexican adobe. 


“This race was between twenty of the swiftest runners 
of the tribe. Those who participated wagered almost 
everything they had. Their fellow-tribesmen bet on 
their respective favorites. Felicio Cruz, the winner, bet 
his wife against thirty goats. This was not particularly 
strange, for the tribesmen often exchange spouses. The 
Indians and the Mexicans for miles around were wrought 
to a high pitch. Each of the runners was attended by 
his wife and a friend or two. The course was laid out 
in a circular track in a great divide in the mountains. 

“When the Indians, their bronzed bodies shining in 
the sun, lined up for the start at 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, there was a great crowd to see them. At the sig- 
nal each kicked a ball about the size of one of our base- 
balls, made of feathers and lined with leather. This 
each had to keep kicking all the way along the course 
of 105 miles. And each was accompanied by a mounted

Taxing Trees. 
|: does not always occur to the fruit grower that he 


is not getting a square deal from his County Super- 

visors in the matter of supporting the County Horti- 
cultural Commission. I have before he a copy af the as- 
sessment rates upon bearing trees, in a county noted 
for its fruit products. It reads, “Assessment on apricot 
trees four years and older, 25 cents each; citrus trees 
four years old, 25 cents each; five years and over, 35 
cents; walnut trees four to eight years, $1 per tree; over 
elght years, $2. For the year 1906-7 the Supervisors al- 
jowed their Horticultural Commissioners to spend a to- | 
tal of $59 in protecting the trees on which an assessment 
was levied of from $25 to $50 per acre. What a farce! 
Here the farmers are forced to pay an immense sum into 
the county and State treasury, dor the privilege of im- | 
proving their land with trees, and but $59 of this Is. 
siven back to them In protection that makes it possible 
to grow trees at all. Why, I have knoWn a county offi- 
clal to pay twice as much for his office chair as was 
spent in the county above referred to for support of the | 
Horticultural Commission. How long the fruit growers | 
will submit to this inequality of expenditure no man can | 
foretell. 

The assessment on bearing trees in other southern | 
counties is much heavier, and certainly will average 
about $50 per acre. And yet we hear complaint from a 
majority of the counties that the Supervisors will not 
allow the necessary bills for patrolling orchards, quar- 
antining and inspecting shipments of plants and con- 
trolling the pests of orchards throughout the county. [¢ | 
there is one thing that needs livening up more than an- 
other, it Is public sentiment of farmers toward securing 
a dair proportion of their tree tax to be used in tree | 
protection. The absence of an active commission 
caused the Marysville people to expend $15,000 in fight- 
ing the white fly—enough to support a commission for | 
five years. | 


Cheap Insecticide. 
USUALLY pay no attention to the cheap and often 
fraudulent insecticides that are foisted upon the fruit 
growers of the State. This habit has made enemies 
among the promoting fraternity, but they are of a kind 
that do not “hurt a bit.” But when the nostrum offered 
is from the tobacco leaf, it is time to notice, especiaily 
if the preparation is well made and cheap. I am in- 
formed that a prominent manufacturer of “sheep dip” 
is offering a surplus of a preparation made from black 
leaf tobacco, and that it can be had at rates permitting 
its use as a general spray for plant lice. I do not refer 
to this to advertize the remedy, so much as to draw at- | 
tention to the efficacy of this application. [f you can 
get it for woolly aphis, cabbage lice or for melon lice it 
would be worth while to give the remedy careful test- ' 
ing. 


Books on Agriculture. 

D. C. 8., Pasadena, asks for books and pamphlets upon 
wath farming in California that would help a ten- 
derfoot to a beginning. My reply is that there is little 
help of this character in print. I know of no reai help- 
ful or practical work that treats of grain growing, al- 
falfa culture, bean growing, or the raising of field crops 
in vegetables. One reason why this haa been neglected 
is that grain growing in California is conducted upon a 
large seale, and few farmers own the land cultivated. 
There has been no general demand for heip to farming | 
in this State. as the grain farmers usually work a large 
ncreage each in the cheapest possible way, using the gang 
plow where lesser acreage better cultivated would pro- 
duce better results. Some of the large land owners have 
seen the error of this, and one, at least, now refuses to 
rent more than 100 acres to each tenant, and stipulates 
that the land is to be cultivated with real plows. 


State Quarantine. 


AM receiving so many letters about the present effi- 

ciency of the patrol against the introduction of foreign 
insect pests that I know this question is one of the most 
prominent in the minds of the State fruit growers. An 
answer here would be equivalent to 60,000 answers by 
letter, and it would have the further effect of enlivening 
public sentiment upon the topic of pest exclusion. I can 
say that the San Francisco quarantine office is enforcing 
orders with comprehensive and detailed ability. Notn- 
ing Is likely to get through, there, that would be harm- 
ful. Yet we find one of the commonest pests constantly 
arriving from the Sandwich Islands, and upon which 
there has been a reconsideration during the last month. 
| refer to the pineapple shipments, which nearly always 
contal.. the mealy bug. This insect seems to be on the | 
increase as an orange pest in Los Angeles, and possibly 
other counties of the sorih, and the stricter application 
of quarantine meastres in this case Is amply justified. 


As to the protection of the Mexican border from the 
impo tters of fruits, matters are not quite as satisfactory 
as they are at the ports of entry in the State. Many or- 
ange growers fear the introduction of the orange fly, 
and they have some cause for the anxiety shown. I 
have, with others, taken a lively interest in this phase of 
our quarantine work, and admit that the quarantine offi- 
cer of the State has a poor opportunity of repelling this 
insect, with the meager funds at his disposal. Growers

Among the seeds and roots which the pioneers brought 
from their eastern homes were cives or chives. They 
belong to the onion tribe, and are grown dor their tops, 
which are ready for use early in the spring. The bulbs 
are set six or eight inches apart in a permanent bed, 
where they will form compact tufts and take care of 
themselves, being perfectly hardy. They make a pretty 
border. In the summer they produce heads of purple 
flowers at the end of stalks, which would be pretty if 
they were not onions. 

What's in a name? Collard or colewort is nothing 
more than common cabbage. The seed is sown thickly 
and the young plants used for greens when eight or nine 
inches high. In the south they are commonly known as 
cabbage greens, just as they ought to be.

Money in Railroad Tie Timber. 


: HERE is scarcely a species of wood so sott or poor 
3 that it is not worth while to inquire into its avail- 
ability as railroad-tie timber. 


The numerous electric 
trolley lines are using vast quantities of small ties, often 
_of inferior wood, but paying relatively good prices for 
them. 

For standard-railroad tieing many of the roads are 
chemically treating their ties in order to prolong their 
lives. Ten years ago only the soundest and most per- 
fect ties were accepted by the purchasing agents, sec- 
onds and thirds being promptly thrown out; today these 
are all gladly utilized. 

A few years ago red oak, black oak, beech, gums, pine 
and other soft woods were considered useless. Now such 
woods are being purchased in great quantities and being 
treated with creosote and other preservatives for ties, 
| telegraph and telephone poles and cross-arms. 

Whole trains are loaded with sticks to be treated and 
then run bodily into great retorts. Hot steam is admit- 
_ ted into the retort dor several hours and then a vacuum 
is drawn, the heat being kept above the boiling point. 

At the end of the vacuum, the creosote from an ele- 
vated tank ic admitted to the retort until it is full; press- 
ure is then applied until the desired amount Of creosote 
per cubie foot is forced into the wood. These retorts are 
movable and are taken from place to place on the rail- 
fruad line. 

This treatment, which quadruples the life a a soft 
wood stick, has opened up a supply which will meet the 
cemand for some years, and many an Owner of a timber 
lot or tract of soft wood heretofore supposeu to pe of 
small value is now receiving flattering offers to sell.— 
[Rural Californian. 


GREAT UNDERGROUND BALLROOM. 

The underground ballroom at Welbeck, where their 
Majesties of Spain graced the début of the Duke and 
Duchess of Portland's only daughter, has none of the 
gloomy characteristics of a cellar.

over twenty tons each and resting on arches to form the 
roof.

Catching Cold at the Table. 
N OW is the time of year when we hear people com- 


inquiries on

plaining of “catching cold.” They should rather 
say they have bred a fever. The Italians and other 
nations call a “cold” a fever, which is correct. It is a 
mild kind of fever, caused by an effort of nature to cast 
out impurities from the blood, the impetus to this heal- 
ing operation being usually supplied by an extra amount 
of cool air. A cold is a thing to be welcomed, not sup- 
pressed. Keep on catching cold, until you can’t catch 
any more. Then, if you don’t continue to dump the food 
that feeds fevers into your stomach, you may safely go 
into the water, with your clothes on, and then sit in a 
draught for half a day, and you won't be able to “catch 
a cold.” 
The following excellent article on this subject, by Wal- 
lace D. Wattles, appeared some time ago in Health: 


“Most people think that ‘catching a cold’ is a bad busi- 
ness— a thing to be avoided; they do not know that it is 
a life-saving process. The fact is that @ the condition 
of your system is such that you can catch a cold, the 
quicker you catch one the better; for if you do not get 
the cold you will surely have something worse. 

“A coid ts simply a house-cleaning operation on the 
part of nature; it shows that the structure has become 80 
filthy inside that she cannot bear to live in it any longer. 
The excessive discharges which are thrown off during 
the process are waste matter; surplus; accumulated filth 
which must be eliminated to prevent it from poisoning 
you by decaying in your system. When there is a 
discharge, in any case, from any part, it proves that there 
is matter on hand there that nature cannot use; if she 
could use it, she would not throw it off. When there is 
no surplus matter in the system you cannot catch cold, 
no matter how hard you may try. 

“And how does this surpius matter get into the body? 
There can be only one answer to this: it gets in by way 
of the mouth. People who do not eat more than is re- 
quired for the repair and growth of the body never have 
colds or catarrh—or, I might almost say, any other dis- 
eases. About nine-tenths of your sufferings are caused 
at the table; the kitchen causes @ hundred-fold more mis- 
ery than the saloon; where the soldier slays his thous- 
ands the cook slaughters her ten thousands. 

“You don't believe it, eh? Well, will you read a little 
sctentific common sense put into plain English? 

“You will agree (because you have to) that nothing 
can come out of your body which has not been put into 
it: and that if you do not put into it more than can 
be used, there will be nothing to come away? Very well; 
now, most people eat from twice to ten time’ as much 
food as the system really needs or can use; and so from 
one-half to nine-tenths of the food they consume be- 
comes waste, which nature must eliminate. Suppose 
that a pound of food is required in the body today, and 
you swallow two pounds; what is done with the sur- 
plus pound? 

“Well, if your digestion is good, it is separated into 
its elementary molecules and taken into the blood; then 
if your constitutional tendency is that way, much of it 
will be piled up on the body in the form of fat. You 
may as well understand right here that there is only 
one cause for overweight, and that is overeating. Oh, I 
know! You want to tell me how little you eat; you are 

_the smallest eater in your family, and the others don't 
get fat; but the simple, hard fact remains that there is 
nothing inside your epidermis which you have not put 
there, and that if you did not put in more than was 
needed to make muscle, bone, nerve and connective tis- 
sue, you could not get fat. However, that is another 
story; in this article we are talking about catching cold. 

“Part of that pound of surplus food stays in the 
blood; nature has no use for it; she does not know what 
to do with it; and by and by it begins to decay. And 
you throw in anether pound tomorrow, and another the 
next day; and then you go around bragging about your 
fine appetite, and boring your friends by telling them 
how much you can eat. All the time your blood is get- 
ting thicker; more and more charged with decaying food 
matter; and at last the time comes when nature must 
calla halt. There is a chill, a stoppage, and the purifi- 
cation begins. What is it that you cough up, hawk up, 
and blow out? Materia! that you have eaten; what else 
can it be. Nothing can come out of the body which has 
not been put into it. All catarrha) or other discharges, 
acute or chronic, must be fed from some.source; and 
it is a self-evident proposition that they are fed at the 
table. 

“Yes, I know the doctor will tell you a different story. 
He will have a wonderful and mysterious tale of mi- 
crobes, climatic conditions, the pollen of ragweed, and 
so on; but the simple, unanswerable fact which upsets 
all his theories is that &@ you do not eat too much you 
can live in any climate without having catarrh; and you 
will not have to run away from the ragweeds to avéid 


of the body which you have not put into it; and ask him 
who feeds the catarrhal discharge, if he says that you do 
net do it yourself. The trouble with the doctor is that 
the real facts in the case are too simple and easy to 
deal with for him; he is hunting mysteries where there 
aren't any. 

“Now, you have ‘caught’ your cold, and you go around 
boring your driends with a new song. You ‘do'd see 
how you god sugh a (dab?) co’d.” You think you must 
have sat in a draft! Do you honestly believe that there 
is any power for evil in a current of pure air? A ‘draft’ 
is air in motion, and air in motion is the best kind of | 
air. What a spectacle you are; you, formed in the im-— 
age of God; you to whom was given dominion over all | 
the created things, running away from drafts of air, and | 
the pollen of ragweed, and trembling with terror in the 
presence of microscopic bugs! This is what ‘science’ 
has brought you to. Pretty nearly the whole study of 
medical science has been directed toward’ finding out 
some plan by which we might overeat and escape the 
penalty; and medical science, so dar as it works on that 
line is a failure, and always will be. You gof that cola 
at the table; you get them all there; you never got one 
anywhere else, and you never will get one anywhere 
else; and you get all your catarrhs and hay 4evers in 

—the same way. The people who do not overeat can sit | 
in draughts, and go out in the rain, and breathe the 
‘night air,’ and smell the ragweed, and look the microbe 
squarely in the face without fear. 


“The proof of the pudding is in the eating: and the 
proof of what I have been telling you is in not eating. 
Drop off your breakfast altogether; eat a square meal at 
noon, of plain hearty foods (but not a mouthful more 
than enough to satisfy actual hunger! Don't try tu 
‘make up’ dor the breakfast you didn't eat.) and eat a 
very light supper. Do you hear? You are to 
live on one moderate meal a day, with a very 
light supper thrown in as a compromise, just to 
satisfy your mind and keep your fool friends from tak- 
ing you to the asylum. Eat only because you are hun- 
gry; do not eat things because they are sweet or pretty 
to look at, or have been fixed up by the cook especially 
to tempt those to eat who are not hungry.

As it is, no attention 
whatever is paid to this important question, ex- | 
cept once in a while, when a place becomes altogether 
too notorious.

No Fear of a Famine. 


EFERRING to the high price of wheat, a Paris dis- 

patch quotes a flour man as saying that thé popula- 
tion of the world is getting beyond the supply of wheat, 
as predicted by the German professor, Pohle, some years 
ago. 

Prof. Pohle is “off his base.” as also was the Encglish- 
man Malthus, who published a book on the same subject, 
a century ago. In the first place, with the new method 
of dry agriculture, recently introduced, we shall be.able, 
in this country, to enormously increase the yield of 
wheat. Then, again, in Canada there is a virgin terri- 
tory that is able to raise wheat for a large proportion 
of the population of the earth. 

In course of time—after you and I are dead and gone— 
the earth may be too thickly populated to be able to 
afford the extravagant luxury of flesh eating, which, in 
the editor's opinion will be no loss, but a distinct gain. 
Possibly, still later, in the course of centuries. we may 
not be able to raise enough wheat, but it wil! be thous- 
ands of years, if ever, when this world outgrows its ca- 
pacity for raising food dor the inhabitants thereof. 

Malthus overlooked the fact that there are foods which 
yield a much greater amount of nourishment to the acre 
than wheat. A square mile, planted in wheat, will sup- 
port 2000 persons, a square mile of walnuts 9900 persons 
and a@ square mile of bananas 40.000 persons. On tne 
other hand, a square mile devoted to grazing cattle will 
only support fifty persons. Evidently, therefore. flesh 
eating must before long become a luxury for the rich.
